Hospital Plan
Editor, 
Torrance Press,

I am aware of your efforts 
£n behalf of the Torrance hos 
pital for expanded facilities. 
However, according to statistics 
presented by you, the proposed 
expansion does not meet the 
present requirements. It would 
appear that an additional 150 
beds, rather than the proposed 
38 would be closer to answering 

. the needs of our fast growing
community.

«* The proposed addition, violat- 
Wig all set-back regulations, and 
permanently detracting from 
the beauty of Engracia avenue, 
ignores adequate present needs 
and does not provide for future 
growth. It is short-sighted 
planning, since there can be no 
question that, with the continu­ 
ing rapid growth of Torrance, 
the proposed expansion would 
be grossly inadequate within a 
Jew years, and we would again 
wiave to face the same problem. 

Over a year ago, when the 
Christian Churgh moved from 
Its location on Engracia avenue, 
adjoining the hospital, Mr. Sam 
Levy purchased this property in 
order to prevent it from coming 
into the hands of speculators, 
and with the intent that he 
would transfer it to the hospital 
without profit, in order that a 
logical expansion might be ac-

For reasons unknown to me, 
you did not see fit to acquire 
this property, and as a protec­ 
tion against another church pur­ 
chasing it and thereby causing

further congestion and parking 
problems on Engracia avenue, 
and since our youth activities 
program was inadequate, I re­ 
cently purchased this property 
for a youth center, at the orig 
inal purchase price.

Since it is fitting and proper 
that the hospital snould expand 
at its present location, and it is 
a happy circumstance that 
there is adjoining property 
which can be used, and a mod­ 
ern two-story addition con­ 
structed, the Church of the Na­ 
tivity, in order to work out 
mutual problems, is willing to 
transfer this property to the 
hospital at original cost.

The~e are many civic minded 
residents of Torrance, Redondo, 
Hermosa, Manhattan, and all 
of the areas that this hospital 
serves, who, together with the 
60 staff doctors of these com­ 
munities, could successfully un­ 
dertake-, as a community pfoj- 
ect, a drive to secure the neces­ 
sary funds for this purpose. 
In this manner, a long range 
program can be accomplished 
and adequate provision made 
for the future needs and 
growth of the hospital.

I will be glad to meet with 
your committee at. your earliest 
convenience in a spirit of fra­ 
ternity and co-opeiation.

20 years ago when the City 
Council put the Torrance Li­ 
brary on Post and Cravens in 
strad of in the Civic Center at 
El Prado and Cravens. The 
reasons for this was a total of 
$2000 in the price of the lot.

I believe that now is the time 
to use foresight for hospitali- 
/.ation for the city of Torrance. 
Building two wings to the pres­ 
ent hospital, will only take care 
of present needs. What of two 
years from now?

These things should have 
been given thought 15 years 
ago. It is not too late to plan 
for future building and park­ 
ing.

We can build a connected 
hospital for the same size pro 
posed, by purchasing the corner 
lot, which is offered the hos­ 
pital at no profit. This plan 
would not exceed the cost of 
the proposed two wings and 
still retain the beauty of the 
present site and also allow for 
future expansion.

Since the last improvement at 
the hospital, Torrance has 
grown from 12,000 population 
to 44.000. Why not let 'some 
of the new citizens have a hand 
in the growth of Torrance.

Two Road
Projects
Planned

Two mn.jor road improvement 
projects are planned here dur­ 
ing the coming fiscal year. The 
cost will be close to $100,000, 
which money will be allocated 
from the state motor vehicle 
gasoline tax fund, it was dis­ 
closed.

Slated for improvement are 
Torrance boulevard, between 
Maple avenue and Crenshaw 
boulevard, and Crenshaw boule­ 
vard between Carson street and 
Sepulveda boulevard.

The $58,000 Torrance boule­ 
vard project entails resurfacing 
of the stretch and improvement 
of the shoulders.

The Cronshaw job will result 
in widening of the section from 
25 to 40 feet to conform to sec­ 
tions recently completed to the 
south.

This will come from a $131,000 
allotment from the department 
of motor vehicles. To be added 
to this is a $35,000 hold-over 
from the allocation for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year.

The sum over the money ear­ 
marked for the two major 
projects is slated for various 
smaller improvement and traf­ 
fic control jobs.
